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WORLD  RICE  TRADE  IN  1963 
INCREASES  OVER  PRECEDING  2  YEARS 


Preliminary  data  indicate  that  international  trade  in  rice  in  1963  in- 
creased about  9  percent  (500,000  tons)  over  the  reduced  level  of  the 
preceding  2  years.    Customs  returns  may  show  that  for  the  first  time  in 
3  years,  exports  exceeded  the  1956-60  average. 

The  gain  in  1963  was  due  to  larger  exports  of  the  principal  exporters  of 
Asia  as  the  result  of  bumper  rice  crops  of  1962-63  and  a  sharp  rise  in 
the  exports  of  Egypt. 

The  record  level  of  1962  exports  of  the  Western  Hemisphere  were  main- 
tained by  moderately  larger  exports  from  the  United  States,  offsetting 
slight  declines  in  other  countries.    Estimated  exports  of  Europe  decreased 
about  5  percent. 

1962  exports. --World  exports  in  1962,  including  reexports,  were  6.28  mil- 
lion metric  tons  of  milled  rice,  a  1.5-percent  rise  over  6.19  million  in 
1961,  according  to  an  annual  summary  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
However,  total  world  shipments  were  still  870,000  tons  below  the  peak  level 
of  1960,  and  390,000  less  than  the  1956-60  average. 

The  unexpected  gain  in  world  rice  exports  in  1962  over  1961  was  due  to 
an  increase  in  the  exports  of  Communist  China  to  other  Communist  countries, 
chiefly  USSR.    Reduced  crops  in  several  other  major  exporting  countries 
had  led  to  forecasts  that  world  trade  in  rice  would  decline. 

Free  world  rice  exports  in  1962  decreased  about  2  percent  below  1961. 
The  exports  were  5,670,000  tons  compared  with  5,780,000  in  1961.  How- 
ever, they  were  slightly  above  those  of  1960,  and  were  340,000  more  than 
average  in  1956-60.

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Exports  in  countries  of  Free  Asia  declined  by  234,000  tons,  due  largely 
to  a  reduction  in  shipments  of  Thailand,  Cambodia,  and  Vietnam,  three 
principal  exporters.    South  America  and  Europe  also  had  smaller  exports. 
However,  shipments  of  North  America — mainly  the  United  States — increased 
by  270,000  tons,  and  those  of  Africa  by  17,000  tons. 

Importing  Countries. — The  slight  gain  in  the  world  rice  imports  of  1962 
over  1961  was  due  to  more  being  imported  by  the  USSR,  some  African  coun- 
tries, and  to  a  lesser  extent,  Europe  and  North  America.    Imports  into 
the  USSR  were  337,500  tons,  compared  with  only  19,000  in  1961,  and  the 
average  of  539,800. 

African  imports  continued  to  show  a  rising  trend.    The  641,000  tons  in 
1962  were  about  90,000  tons  more  than  in  1961  and  150,000  above  the 
average.    Principal  importers  were  Senegal-Sudan-Mauritania,  Ghana, 
Mauritius,  Republic  of  South  Africa,  Ivory  Coast,  Reunion,  and  Liberia. 

Imports  into  Indonesia,  the  world's  largest  importer,  at  1,050,000  tons, 
were  below  the  record  1,119,000  in  1961,  but  were  150,000  more  than  the 
average.    Ceylon,  Malaysia,  Pakistan,  and  the  Ryukyu  Islands  also  took 
less  rice.    Some  Asian  countries,  such  as  Hong  Kong,  India,  Japan,  and 
Laos,  had  moderate  increases  in  imports. 

South  American  countries  imported  a  total  of  only  15,000  tons,  the 
lowest  on  record.    This  was  due  to  good  crops  in  the  countries  that 
formerly  imported  relatively  large  quantities,  but  in  good  years  now 
grow  most  of  their  own  requirements. 
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Due  to  unusually  high  yields  in  Asian  countries,  vrorld  rice  production  in 
1963-64.  is  significantly  higher  than  the  previous  record  crop  of  1961-62, 
according  to  the  second  estimate  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 

World  rice  production  in  1963-6^  ( August- July ) ,  excluding  Commmist  Asia, 
is  estimated  at  160.7  million  metric  tons  of  rough  rice  compared  with  the 
poor  crop  of  152.0  million  in  1962-63,  and  153.-4  million  in  1961-62.  It 
is  28.5  million  tons  larger  than  the  average  from  1955-56  to  1959-60. 

Free  Asia  produced  89  percent  of  world  rice  crop  this  year,  excluding  that 
of  Communist  countries.    Estimated  production  at  14.2.3  million  tons  of 
rough  rice,  is  9.4  million  above  1962-63,  and  6  million  more  than  the 
previous  record  of  2  years  ago.    Yields  are  significantly  above  average 
in  the  principal  producing  countries—India,  Pakistan,  South  Korea,  Thailand, 
South  Vietnam,  and  Cambodia. 

Actually  Asia's  estimated  rice  acreage  in  I963-64.,  at  199  million  acres, 
increased  only  1  percent;  whereas  the  production  is  7  percent  above  that 
of  the  preceding  year.    Record  yields  per  acre  were  harvested  on  millions 
of  acres. 


In  other  world  areas,  the  volume  of  production  was  not  greatly  different 
from  that  in  1962-63.    North  America's  output  was  up  slightly  due  mainly 
to  a  6-percent  increase  in  U.S.  production.    Acreage  decreased  in  most  of 
the  countries.    Despite  a  4.-percent  decline  in  North  America's  acreage 
record  yields  per  acre  in  the  United  States  and  near-record  yields  in  Mexi 
were  principal  factors  in  a  slightly  larger  production. 

Rice  acreage  in  several  South  American  countries  declined  also.  The  lar- 
gest decrease  occurred  in  Brazil  where  drought  prevented  planting  of  some 
intended  acreage.    Reduced  yields  per  acre  in  such  countries  as  Brazil, 
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British  Guiana,  Chile,  Surinam  and  Uruguay  caused  a  marked  drop  in  South 
American  production. 

Western  Europe's  production,  at  1,3  millibn  tons,  was  9  percent  below  1962 
and  11  percent  below  the  average.    There  was  a  moderate  decline  in  rice 
acreage.    All  West  European  countries  had  the  lowest  yields  per  acre  in 
years  with  the  exception  of  Greece,    Italy's  crop  was  11  percent  below  that 
of  1962  and  20  percent  less  than  the  average. 

Eastern  Europe,  on  the  other  hand,  reversed  the  downward  trend  of  recent 
years.    The  acreage  increased  19  percent,  although  still  below  the  average. 
With  greatly  increased  yields,  1963  production  was  the  largest  in  several 
years . 

Despite  an  increase  in  acreage,  Africa's  estimated  production  declined  2 
percent.    The  African  countries  planted  a  record  9  million  acres  of  rice 
in  1963-64  compared  with  the  previous  record  of  8,4^  million  acres  in 
1962-63  and  the  1955-59  average  of  8  million,    Egypt — producer  of  up  to  a 
third  of  Africa's  rice  crop — stepped  up  acreage  10  percent,  but  harvested 
a  low  yielding  crop.    Even  though  the  average  yields  of  other  African 
countries,  at  1,201  pounds  per  acre,  declined  slightly  below  1962-63,  the 
yields  showed  a  considerable  advance  over  the  average  of  959  pounds  per 
acre  in  1955-56/59-60. 

Australia's  rice  acreage  increased  again.    Although  per  acre  yields  are 
the  lowest  in  2  years,  the  1963-64-  harvest  is  expected  to  set  another 
record.

RECORDS 


LARGEST  IN  ^  YEARS 

International  trade  in  rice  during  calendar  year  1963  increased  12  per- 
cent over  1962  and  was  6  percent  above  average  during  the  5  years  ended 
i960.    Prospects  for  exports  in  I964.  are  for  as  large  a  volume,  or  larger, 
than  in  1963. 

The  increase  in  1963  was  due  generally  to  good  crops  in  1962-63  in  the 
exporting  countries.    This  was  especially  true  in  the  case  of  Thailand, 
the  United  States,  Egypt,  Vietnam,  and  Cambodia. 

World  exports  were  only  1  percent  below  the  postwar  record  of  I960.  In 
that  year,  the  sharp  upturn  in  exports  was  caused  largely  by  expanded 
exports  of  Communist  China  in  the  "leap  forward"  years  1958-60.    In  1959, 
China  was  the  second  highest  exporter,  with  1.7  million  tons,  or  one- 
fourth  of  the  vrorld  total  and  in  I960,  it  exported  18  percent  of  the 
world  rice  trade. 

However,  in  I963  the  rise  in  exports  was  the  result  of  gradual  expansion 
during  recent  years  in  several  of  the  leading  exporters.    Burma  maintained 
its  lead  in  1963,  with       percent  of  world  exports.    Thailand  exported  20 
percent,  and  the  United  States  ranked  third,  with  17  percent.  Communist 
China's  exports,  although  the  largest  in  3  years,  were  9  percent  of  the 
total,  while  those  of  Egypt,  Cambodia,  and  Vietnam  increased  to  6,  5, 
and  A. 5  percent,  respectively. 

Exports. — World  rice  exports  in  1963,  including  reexports,  are  estimated 
at  7.09  million  metric  tons  of  milled  rice  compared  with  6.29  million  in 
1962,  and  the  average  of  6.67  million  in  1956-60, 

The  postwar  record  exports  of  I960  were  7.15  million  tons.    It  is  of 
interest  that  these  highest  postwar  exports  were  only  79  percent  of 
average  (1936-4-0)  exports  of  9.06  million  tons  prior  to  World  War  II.

Exports  of  countries  in  Free  Asia  in  1963  —  six-tenths  of  world  exports  — 
were  at  a  postwar  record  level.    Exports  of  Burma  and  Thailand,  at  1.67 
and  1,38  million  tons,  were  above  average,  and  Cambodia's  and  South  Vietnam's 
combined  exports  of  695,000  tons  were  the  largest  in  several  years. 

Imports . — Nearly  70  percent  of  world  rice  imports  in  1963  were  by  countries 
of  Free  Asia.    Principal  importers  were  Indonesia,  Malaysia,  Hong  Kong, 
Japan,  Ceylon,  the  Philippine  Republic,  and  Pakistan. 

Imports  into  West  Europe  were  moderately  below  1962,  but  were  nearly  as 
large  as  in  the  1956-60  average  period.    West  Germany  and  the  United 
Kingdom  were  the  major  importers,  followed  by  the  EEC  countries  — 
Netherlands,  France,  Belgium-Liixembourg  —  Austria,  and  Switzerland, 

Imports  into  the  USSR,  at  193,300  tons,  were  below  the  337,500  in  1962, 
and  the  average  of  539,800  tons.    The  USSR  imported  no  rice  from  Communist 
China  in  1963  for  the  first  time  since  195^^.    The  USSR  imported  150,000 
tons  of  Chinese  rice  in  1962,  and  an  average  of  Al6,000  tons  in  1956-60. 

Outlook  for  196^  and  1965.— World  rice  exports  during  the  first  half  of 
1964-  continued  at  the  high  1963  level,  and  the  total  could  exceed  the  7.1 
million  tons  of  1963.    Thailand,  the  United  States,  and  Egypt  had  even 
larger  crops  in  1963-6/^  than  in  the  year  before. 

Exports  of  South  Vietnam  and  Cambodia  were  slow  at  the  beginning  of  1964. 
Even  though  1963-64-  crops  were  reported  to  be  very  good,  availability  on 
the  export  market  was  held  up  by  delayed  domestic  distribution. 

Rice  crop  prospects  in  the  exporting  coiintries  at  the  beginning  of  the 
1964.-65  season  so  far  are  generally  favorable.    Production  continues  to 
increase  in  Thailand,  the  United  States,  and  Egypt.    Italy  is  expected 
to  have  a  larger  crop  with  more  for  export  in  I965.

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WORLD  RICE  PRODUCTION  MAY 
SET  NEW  RECORD  IN  196i^-65 


RICE 

December  1964- 


World  rice  production  in  I964.-65  (August-July)  may  be  slightly 
larger  than  the  previous  record  harvest  of  I963-64.,  according 
to  the  first  forecast  of  Foreign  Agricultiiral  Service.  For 
the  second  year,  conditions  generally  are  exceptionally  favor- 
able for  production. 

The  world  crop  of  countries  excluding  Communist  Asia  is  forecast 
at  164.. 1  million  metric  tons  of  rough  rice  compared  with  162.6 
million  in  1963-64.,  and  the  near-record  harvest  of  153.4^  million 
tons  in  1961-62. 

The  current  crop  forecast  is  based  on  conditions  as  of  October 
1964.,  with  over  90  percent  of  the  acreage  planted.  Harvesting 
was  well  underway  in  northern  world  areas. 

World  rice  acreage,  estimated  at  226  million  acres,  is  about  the 
same  as  the  1963-64^  record,  but  12  million  acres  larger  than  in 
1961 -62.    Asia's  estimated  acreage  is  down  nearly  a  million  acres. 
However,  this  is  offset  by  acreage  increases  in  all  other  continents. 

The  forecast  of  Asia's  196ii-65  crop  -  88  percent  of  the  Free  World 
total  -  approximates  the  record  144^.4^  million  tons  produced  in 
1963-6ii,  and  is  8  million  above  the  earlier  record  of  1961-62. 

High  yields  are  in  prospect  again  in  the  principal  importing 
countries  of  Asia,  such  as  India,  Pakistan,  Japan,  and  the 
Philippine  Republic.    Asia's  exporting  countries  -  Thailand, 
Burma,  South  Vietnam,  Cambodia,  and  Tedwan  -  also  again  have 
good  crops. 
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All  other  continents  have  increases  in  both  rice  acreage  and  yields 
per  acre.    The  largest  acreage  expansion  occurred  in  Africa,  where 
production  is  estimated  at  10  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 


Europe's  acreage  is  the  largest  in  three  years  and  crop  conditions 
are  above-average.    Pronounced  acreage  increases  occurred  in  Italy 
and  Greece;  increases  in  Portugal  and  France  were  moderate.  Only 
in  Spain  was  acreage  less  than  in  the  year  before.    High  yields 
per  acre  are  bringing  sharp  increases  in  output  over  last  year's 
poor  crops. 

North  America's  production  is  estimated  at  5  percent  above  that  in 
1963-64.  due  to  higher  yields  in  the  United  States  and  Central  America. 
Much  of  South  America's  acreage  will  be  planted  late  in  1964.,  and 
harvested  in  the  first  half  of  1965.    Per  acre  yields  in  several  of 
the  countries  should  be  well  above  the  previous  year's  low  yields. 
Adverse  weather  in  Brazil,  Colombia,  British  Guiana,  Chile,  Surinam, 
and  Uruguay  sharply  reduced  the  1963-64-  crops. 

In  addition  to  the  increases  in  the  surplus  countries  of  Asia,  other 
principal  exporting  nations  also  have  larger  crops.    Record  harvests 
are  in  prospect  for  the  United  States,  Egypt,  and  Australia,  while 
Italy  is  expected  to  have  the  biggest  crop  in  several  years. 
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
